Upon his arrival at his home in 
Mechanicsville from this week's 
session of the Pennsylvania State 
Legislature, State Senator Edward 
B. Watson (R., Bucks! said that 
the new highway leading from the 
River Road in Washington Cross­ 
ing Park to the Revolutionary sol- 
dlera* graves "cemetery area" and 
the new park recreational area. 
will be officially open for travel on 
Memorial Day this year. 
The new road also Includes a 
two-lane bridge and makes access 
to the historic area very easy. Plans 
are also under way, Senator Wat­ 
son said, for a celebration of na­ 
tional Importance at the park some 
time In the near future when the 
Governors of the thirteen original 
states will be invited to Washing­ 
ton Crossing Park for a formal 
dedication of the new memorial 
highway leading Into the cemetery 
ires.

Reduce Sewer Rates at Levittown 


Sewer bills in Levittown will be reduced, effective May J, under 
action laken last night by Lower Bucks County Joint Municipal Au­ 
thority at a regular meeting. The Authority authorised reduction of the 
sewage rental rate, by the eliminalon of all sewer charges on excess 
water consumption for domestic use. 
Accordingly. seau?r rates will be $18 a year, or $4.50 per quarter, 
with water rates at $24 per year, and 26 cents per 1,000 excess gallons 
used. 
The excess sewage fees, eliminated by the Authority, were 75 per 
cent of the excess water rate, amounting to 19ft cents per 1,000 gallons 
of excess water. Residences using 10,000 excess gallons per quarter will 
thus save $1.95 each quarter, according to Paul X. Blamer, chief en­ 
gineer for the Authority. The excess rates apply to water consumption in 
excess of 15,000 gallons per quarter. 


53 Greek-Owned Slips Oat of Red Trade

Hr again, un en tire new 
organization may be needed, po#. 
stilly by uniting all existing civic 
associations o r p erh ap s com pletely 
se p a rate from any local group now 
existing. 
"And I believe th a t your prob­ 
lem s are im portant enough th at an 
organization sp an ning low er Bocks 
C ounty should have its ow n fu ll­ 
tim e staff—startin g , for exam ple, 
w ith a person train ed in public a d ­ 
m in istratio n ., political science, or 
city planning plus a secretary. I

and oth er places in the M etropoll 
Ran Area th e experience of o th er 
o rg anisation s indicates th a t it tak es 
a staff to get an yw h ere in solving 
the type of problem facing you. A 
staff w ould cost money but success 
fui w ork in solving your govern­ 
m ental problem s would yield m any 
r e tu rn s 
in 
better 
governm ental 
service, if not financially. 
"A no ther thing w hich is needed 
badly is a study to focus attention 
on the problem s of governm ental 
organization of lower Bucks County. 
Studies have and a re being m ade 
on specific problem s by the Eco 
nom y le a g u e , by th e County Plan 
ning Commission, and by the In 
stitute of S tate and Local Govern 
ment. 
But th e com prehensive sur 
vey bas yet to be made. Such a 
study m ight find that consolidation 
is not the best co urse— I doubt if 
it would —but at any ra te a study 
should be un dertaken. 
“T here you have it. Rapid Indus­ 


trial and residential expansion have 
come to lower Bucks County. They 
have caused un told n um ber of prob­ 
lem s for local officials and even 
raised questions about the logic of

W hat is the next ttnk in this chain 
of events? T hat is up to yon. Big 
problem s require big solutions, and 
in a real sen#** you get the kind 


of governm ent you deserve, What 
kind will you have -consolidation 
or disorganization?"
